Off my coat; and after having atrugg eo for a time in the

These thick* were cot s>-ffleie ltly violent to
cnute trrion* apprehen'iotj, and were th ug'ut by some
persona to be cosed by a ware b>eaUiog on the bow aid
inverting the sice However, the passengers wnnt on
decs, when, on theatarboau side of 'he ship, was ci»
covered sn iron screw steamer, wi h u'. national colors,
who-e bow wai completely torn off, aud which, half sub
merged la tl e ocean, seemed read; t>b» engaluhed.
Captain Ln.-e immediately ordered one of th# boat* to

be loweied, in which the mate, Mr Godfrey (Gourlie),
acd flveM the seamen precipitated them elve* to go to
th* rescue of the stranger. In the meautime th* ro'io
west ah ut iu order to oo-rpertte in th* measures taken
for the ea'et; of the othar sb'p. But no sooner was
this manoeuvre executed than the critical oonaitl in in
which the steamer was discovered to bo. made it itnpera
lively ¦'cesser; for her officers to take lmmed'ate
mra cures to seoure hor safety.
The bow ot tho strange ship struok the bow of the

Arctic, a little above the cutwater on the starboard side.
There had been left an opening eight feet in wiltb, and
live feet in height, in whloh a part of the stem was in
eluded. Two other breaches, not so large, opened at
small intervals near tha wheelnouse. ce ra p tided to
the first and second shocks felt ut the tine of the col¬
lision.
By this threefold gate, the sea entered the ship with

a denies of violence which w»s to render all obsUslee
useless and all efforts to stay its progress ln»ffoc'a*l.
Futile efforts were made to stay the progress of the
water. IV c passengers were engaged at the pnmps with
the inten ion to ksep the steamer afloat long enough to
make ths land.

Iu order that no time should be lost, it was necessary
that all attempts to aid the strange ship should be ra
nounced- Hie had disappeared and ever; one supposed
that she had foundered It was also necessary to leave
the bat which had teen sent to her relief with the offi
ocr end five men.
At the moment that tha ship was put about a second

time, to take a new direction, a boat was discover*! a

little fciwiud of the larboard wheelbouse; this boat va¬
ulted with eight or ten men, implorln; succor in a foreign
language. Vidortunateiy it waa to late to stop the ship's
headway. In less than half a minute the boat and all bar
passengers disappear#! under the wheeli. It was a rea

sellable supposition that this boat came from the strvnge
vessel But the time bad come when every one was pre
occupied with the thought of his o » u safety f'c sroely
waa the trouble taken to Interrogate one of the string
ers who jumped on hoard at the moment of th* col-
islon AD that was learned of him waa that the snip
waa French

It was too soon ascertained that, notwithstanding all
the efforts made at the pumpe, the water was gaining
with terrible rapidity, and it soon extinguished tha fire*
Frcm that time tha thoughta ol every oue were turuol
towards such means of safety as would give a ray of
hone.
. lh« Arctic bed six boats, suspended from tackles on

botb tides of tbe ship.two at the larboard and two at
tbs starboard tide, one on deck, amidships, and tbe sixth
also on deck butlorward.

It is important to ascertain the manner In which
these boats were employed and their destiny. For
the sake of clearness we w.ll designate them by
numbers, in the following order:.No*. 1 and 2 on
the starboard quarter, (astern;) Nos. 8 and 4 on

the laibrsrd quarter astern (d'arriert,) Mo. ft, the
boat amiObhipa, and Mo. 0 the boat on deck forward.
The beat Ko. 1, which was sent to the rescue of the
¦trango vessel, and which was abandoned to its fate,
was manned by the seoond officer (first! and fire men*
of nbom no news has yet been received When it was
proved that'he Arctic waa unavoidably lost, the order
was to launch the boat No 4, on the latbosrd side
mar the whe«!-h< nee the boat received twenty-seven
or twenty eight r arsons, women, children aid paeaen-
geis, provided with a Utile biscuit and water, bat with¬
out compass, and without a single man able to guido
their course It has been Impossible to ascertain the
names ot those on board this boat. It la only said
that there was one Frtneh lady, renerked
by bar dark complexion, and who was courage¬
ously using an car at the moment when the boat dis¬
appeared In tbe fog Of this one lady nothing hat sinoe
been heard The boat (No. 2) faolog the one last men¬
tioned was thf n lowered, and the seoond officer, Mr.
Baahlam, went In it.not, as has been said, through
selfish motives, but by order of the Ceptain, who told
him, " Mr. BaahUm, take that boat, and make of I! the
beat yon can." These words exonerate Mr
from the reproach ca which it was thought right to east
upon him from tbe first statements, ihe crew,
however, seem to have forgotten their duty, ant
thought only of theis own safety. The fact, as

soon as tbe boat of Mr. Baahlam rsachsd
the water that teventeen sallorsfor firemen threw them
selves in it with such violence, that It was neecsj u-y
immediately to cut away the tackle to prevent an tip
set. At the moment that tbe steamer waa passing for¬
ward of this boat, a passenger, Mr. Henry Moore, pre
eipitatid hlmselt frcm tbe steamer and was reoeired on
board tbe boat This brought the number o. person-
in the boat to nineteen. There remained now the fourth
boat (No 4,) near the stern. Ospt. Luoe put on bond o

this heat Mrs Collins, her children, and several other
peassogers. Unfortunately, at the moment of lowering
this boat one of the pulleys gave way, the other re¬

maining entangled. Tbe boat was precipitated nearly per
pendlcolarly, and all who were in it, excepting threa,
peter ne, we e thrown Into the sea at such a moment
a misfortune Uke this was without a remedy. The over,

hauling of the boat, now empty, waa achieved, and it
was Impossible to regulate her destiny. It wae a gene¬
ral sent* qui pent Passengers and sailors without cere¬

mony jumped Into the boat, whicp war in a few seconds
.lied MM Dupa*aeur, C. T Mitchell, W. A. Young, W.
W Gilbert, F. do Mayer. William Gthon B. M. buss, J.
Bogart, J. kennessy, J MeHath, Geo. Dobbs, and Dula-
qoala (eervant of M. le Due de Gramont), were happy
enough to find plaoee In tala boat.
M. le 1 ne de Gramont himself tried to jump, but fell

into tbe sea, and would have immediately perishid, bed
it not been for his seivant, who by a supernuman effort
hoisted blm on board. Dolaquaia himself regained the
boat by weens of a rope, lnvl'ing bis master to follow
bis example, bat the boat bad already got nnder way.
1 nlaqusta made a groat jump, and fell like an Inert mass

number, and remained lor a few minutes by the abip's
ai<*e. On the steamer were still left two bouts, each cap¬
able of holding fifty passengers. In about fi-teen min¬

utes time after we put off from tbe ship, we fell in with
the bout contaiiing Lieut Uuahlum and crow, which re¬

ceived six c.f our number, myself am.mg theia, m-.slng
twenty flvo in BaabUm's boat, and leaving nineteen in
tho other. By aecUmation Mr. Bs.hlaw was put lo
command of the two boats, who iuitnediateiy r.teered in
a noithwestera direetion, on wbieb course wo continued
for forty two hours, la h«pe of reaching laud. During
this voyage, the two boats in the night kopt up a constant
sliiuting that they might keop in each other's com paay.
We wgro all thla time without proriaWne. and shipping
water from almost every sea We were all wet through,
and shivering with cold, to wbleh wore added the know¬
ing* ot hunger and the terrors of starve ( >n. In this
d<shoa<tening situation wo kept up our spirits, and
relied on Providence for aucoor and rescue On the
26th, et noon, e sail waa discovered, and immediately
our boats were directed for It, bnt the vessel not per¬
ceiving us, aftsT two hoars' rowing, we gave up the pur-
.nit. We again were put on our course for land by or¬
der cf our oommnader, end about four o'clock in the of
ternoon we peroeived a hermaphrodite brig Wo made
every exertion to reach her. bat our efforts were in vein.

were then truly discouraged, and death seemed in¬
evitable to all. Abjnt dirk the wind chaegol, end it
began to rein. When Um rain had ended, it loft us on e

calm see, but without any physical strength to do more

even for our lives. Abont two o'clock the men on the
look out thought he eew lend, and fancied he heard the
roar of the breakers on the shore This proved to be
oorrect, and about four o'clock the land was p'a'n before
us. An hour afterwards, and we were ell safely landed
at Broad Cova, abont twenty miles east of Cape Kece,
and sixty miles from St. John. The only hebitaticn
near n* was a fisherman's hat, where we were pro¬
vided with water end biscuit, Ihe only provision of its
tenant. Having rested here, we walked to the village
Pcnews, about four mPes distent, where we. were re

eenred with open arses by the inhabitants, and every
hospitality shown ne. Without waiting bore longer
shan time enough to appease our bungsr, we chartered
e fisher's smaok end eat ma for Ferry Land. At this
piece we remained two day.:, the weather being very
st >rmy. Cn the 3d of Oeto -or nt 4 o'clock in the after¬
noon, after journey by sea and land, we arrived at Et
John, whore we were surprised to find the French
steamer which had sunk the arctic in the ooean, and
which we supposed had herself goao down. This
steamer, celled the Vesta, belongs to Urandrtlle, a port
in Pranee. >. abont 340 toss burden, and had left at
Piere, Newfoundland, only twoifty-foar hoars before the
collision, having on board 147 fishermen and a avow of
twenty sailors. The Vesta waa mueh Injured, bnt on

inner apartment at the pleoe of tho break in her bows,
called the bullhead, saved her from filling with water
and linking From fit. John we reached this port by
the steamer Furopa.
